Good Sliepherda Do Not HaaHale to 



Ueually by tbe Ume that a ewe haa 
reach ad the age of aeven years ahe 
haa apent most of her usefulness as a 
breeder and mother. Uood shepherds 
do not hesitate to cull out these old 
grandmothera before they go down 
bill. They naually pick up in flesh 
shortly after weaning time, and can 
be best marketed Just as they come 
from paatnre — without fattening. 

Old ewes "break In the mouth," ao 
to speak, and cannot eat. Naturally 
they keep going down In flesh, waste 
much of their fbod, and frequently 
their mouths (tet to fon- tliey will not 
take Bufflclent ffod to fatten them. 
The wool becomes shorter and short- 
er with advancing age. says the Farm 
I'ri^sp, and lack'? Ei veral pounds of 
the weights they shore In th"ir prime. 
Lambs from old ewet are never as 
satisfactory The milk supply falls 
short, and the lamb la dwarfed and 
(tUDted so that It never makes a 
thrifty feeder 

Their presepce In the flock detracts 
from its appearance and value One 
or two old ewes in a flock of prime 
breeders will often hurt tbe tale value 
as much at a dollar a hesd For 
these rtasont. then, cull closely and 
keep only the best prime breeding 
ewet. With the price of mutton and 
wool so low as It Is. he caonet afford 
to keep other than those from which 
the best returns can be expected.

Ily proper pinching at 
bending of llmba darlac the dormant 
aeason. If the aproats otartlng from 
tbe body of tbe tree or along tbe 
main branchea are pinched when 
they are three or four Inchea long 
they will ordinarily form fruit spurs, 
saya Mirror and Farmer. Aim to gel 
more fruit buds near the body of the 
tree and along the larger limb.i In- 
stead of the branches. As color la an 
important factor, care should be ex- 
ercised to keep the top open oo the 
rays of the sun can reach to every 
part at aome portion of the day. To 
accomplish this it may be well to do 
aoBM pruning when the tree is in full 
leaf: cutting ten or area 16 per 
cent, of tbe top away wkoa the tree 
it In full leaf will caaae no serious 
injury. 

ir the treea are carefully looked 
over about three times during tbe 
growing season, and the ends of 
those shoots that are growing too 

long are pinched off. the tree may be 
kept to the desired shape. Ilut where 
a shoot has been overlooked It Is bet- 
ter to rut It out when found than 
wait until winter. Negligence during 
the growing siason is about the only 
logical reason for severe winter 
pruning 

Severe pruning whiW' the tree is in 
a dormant state slimulati s more rap 
id and abundant wood growth, about 
four fifths of which will grow where 
it is not w.inted. necessitating yet 
more cutting the following season. 
Pinching and summer pruning stlm- 
ulalfs the production of fruit buds, 
and tends toward better maturity of 
both buds and fruit. I'lan to grow 
an abundance of fruit spurs well 
distributed over the whole tree

If a grower is spraying bis fruit 
trees faithfully with arsenate of lead 
from tent caterpillars, or the tenta 
may be cmabed with the gloved hand, 
when they can be reached, at a time 
When the caterplj^-trs are Inside; or 
burned by a torch on th^ end of a pole, 
twtated out of their place by means of 
a wire brush, attached to the end of a 
long pole. These remedies are effect: 
ual only when the caterpillars are in 
their tenta, early In tbe morning, ot 
In atormy wet weather. A single 
■praying of araenato of lead, when 
calerplUara are observed, would prob- 
ably atop their depredations. 

The forest tent caterpillars can h« 
destroyed when they collect In bunch- 
es on the trunks of trees. Prune oft 
and deatroy the twigs boldins thf
